Springs w ent up $174,810 over 
the 1943-44 fiscal year, according 
to figures subm itted to city of­ 
fices this w eek by F rank B urch­ 
field, county assessor. 
Slight increases in land val­ 
ues, buildings, 
personal proper­ 
ty assessm ents and public util­ 
ities, accounted for the gain. 
Total assessed valuation for the 
1945-46 fiscal year is $8,403,110. 
For the previous year it was $8,­ 
228,300. 
A breakdow n 
of 
the report 
showed the following valuations 
here. 
Land — $2,652,750. 
Buildings — $4,809,200. 
Personal property—$548,600. 
U tilities — $447,060. 
Less exem ptions — $54,500. 
Net total — $8,403,110. 
Land values last year were $2,­ 
645,750;; building values, $4,731,­ 
330; personal property, $545,950; 
utilities, 
$407,190. 
Exem ptions 
last year totaled $49,890. 
These assessm ent figures w ere 
used by city council T hursday in 
fixing the tax rate for the com­ 
ing year a t $1 per $100 assessed 
valuation, the same rate as in the 
past few years.

Home Repairs Jobs 
to Be Easier with 
Restrictions Eased 


Those long deferred jobs of 
painting, 
repairing, 
improving, 
enlarging 
or 
modernizing 
of 
homes and many other properties 
are to be much simpler and easier 
to undertake from now on, under 
the relaxed regulations of gov­ 
ernment a g e n c i e s governing 
priorities and financing. 
Manager Fred Ingram of the 
Palm Springs branch of the Bank 
of America has been notified that 
restrictions have been modified 
on such work, permitting expen­ 
diture up to about five times the 
former maximum amounts. 
In the case of homes, where 
only $200 worth of improvement 
was permitted formerly, the limit 
has been raised to $1000 worth of 
materials, articles and services, 
without War Production Board 
approval or priorities. 
The re­ 
laxed rules now allow the in­ 
stallation of such additional arti­ 
cles as air conditioning systems, 
furnaces and heating units, light­ 
ing fixtures, plumbing and sani­ 
tary fixtures, water heaters and 
water pumps. Where the project 
is financed by the bank through 
an FHA Title I loan the repay­ 
ment term has been extended to 
a maximum of 18 months on 
amounts up to $1500; no down 
payment required. 
The limit on property improve 
ments on farms, hotels or apart­ 
ment buildings, formerly $1000. 
is now $5000, and on factories the 
increase is from $5000 to $25.000. 
On projects to cost $1501 to $2500 
the repayment term is up to 36 
months.

R. E. Chaffey represented Palm Springs at a meeting at Riverside 
Monday when reports of the Youth survey, conducted here and in 
other portions of Riverside county, were made public. 


The survey was conducted by 
representatives of the California 


Bus Lines to Spend 


$140,000,000 
After the War 


Forty-two million dollars will 
be expended by the nation’s in­ 
tercity bus 
lines for 
the con­ 
struction and remodeling of ter­ 
minals and garages as soon as 
wartime restrictions are lifted, 
according to figures released to­ 
day by the National Association 
of Motor Bus Operators. This is 
more than the industry’s entire 
existing investment in facilities 
of this type. 
In 
addition 
to 
construction 
work, the industry will purchase 
a p p r o x i m a t e l y 6,000 motor 
coaches at a cost of $90 million. 
The planned expenditure for new 
buses was disclosed in a previous 
survey conducted by the associa­ 
tion. With another $10 million 
earmarked 
for 
rehabilitating 
present equipment, the immedi­ 
ate postwar expenditures of the 
intercity bus industry will total 
in excess of $140 million. 


Youth Authority. 
URGE SUPERVISION 
Widespread supervision of the 
boys and girls in the county as 
preventative to 
juvenile delin­ 
quency and better facilities for 
dealing with youths who become 
public 
charges 
or 
delinquents 
were urged in the reports. 
Juvenile 
delinquency 
in 
the 
county has increased from 75 to 
100 per cent, according to the 
survey. Members of the board of 
supervisors, law enforcement of­ 
ficials and representatives of the 
various county cities, including 
the three 
Villagers, 
heard the 
report. 


NOT TOO BAD 


K arl Holton, Youth Authority 
director, presided at the meeting 
in departm ent 
two 
of superior 
court. Heman Stark, chief of the 
division of field survey, who di­ 
rected the county survey, read 
the report. 
“Taking into account the aug­ 
mented population and wartime 
disruption of 
family 
and com­ 
munity life,” it was stated, “the 
increase in 
delinquency, is not 
greatly out of proportion. 
What 
makes it 
serious, 
however, is 
that there has not been a cor­ 
responding enlargement of youth- 
serving agencies during this pe­ 
riod. 


INCREASE SHOWN 


Law 
enforcement 
statistics 
concerning 
persons 
under 
18 
showed an increase of 162 per 
cent since 1940, when the total 
was 92, to 1944 when the total 
was 257. Figures at the county 
detention home also reflect this 
trend. The report noted there is 
no central reporting of juvenile 
cases on 
a 
county-wide basis. 
“Figures given on juveniles plac­ 
ed in detention do not give a 
true picture of the total number 
of cases handled by law enforce­ 
ment officers as only a small per­ 
centage of such are finally plac­ 
ed in detention,” it was stated. 
According to the report, 40 per 
cent of the juvenile cases now 
originate outside the city of Riv­ 
erside. In addition to the added 
mileage traveled by probation of­ 
ficers, without any additions to 
the field staff of this county de­ 
partment, having been made, ad­ 
equate supervision to the 70 per 
cent wards of the court return­ 
ed to their homes is not now pos­ 
sible. Supervision is considered 
an imperative need to prevent 
further offenses by juvenile de­ 
linquents. 


COMMENDS OFFICERS ' 


The 
report 
commended 
the 
m anner in which the county ju­ 
venile court is conducted. Desig­ 
nation of a probation office dep­ 
uty to handle intake of new cases 
would save 
unnecessary court 
hearings. Until such procedure is 
developed, there is need for the 
judge to assign more time to ju ­ 
venile court hearings, which av­ 
eraged 20 per waek during 1944. 
Appointment by the court of a 
referee or commissioner to hear 
minor juvenile cases in outlying 
areas would 
relieve 
the court 
load, the report continued. 
Exceptional cooperation Is given 
juvenile cases by the district a t­ 
torney’s office and by city and 
county school attendance super­ 
visors. 
The sheriff’s office and 
various police 
departments in 
the county have set up special 
means 
for 
handling 
juvenile 
cases, the survey showed. 
With the present load of cases, 
the probation departm ent should 
have 10 deputies to give proper 
supervision to the 828 cases under 
care since the first of the present 
year. 
It was revealed that the intake 
at the detention home in Arling­ 
ton rose from 267 in 1940 to 438 


in 1944. During the first six 
months of 1945, the daily average 
population has been 51 at the 
home. 
Lack of placement sources for 
court wards was noted. Non-de­ 
linquent and younger delinquents 
might have been suitably placed 
in foster homes, but these are 
lacking. 


SUGGESTIONS MADE 
The report suggested three ob­ 
jectives in 
placement 
of court 
wards: 1—Remove all juveniles 
under 18 from the county jail, 
except those placed therein by 
court order; 2—Separate deten­ 
tion and treatm ent functions of 
the county detention home; 3— 
Provide 
segregation 
for delin­ 
quent and dependent children as 
required by law. 
COUNTY-WIDE CURFEW 
The 
report recommended to 
the county supervisors that they 
adopt a county-wide curfew ord­ 
inance applying to all minors 
under 18 years of age, to prevent 
them from loitering in public 
places after 10 p. m. 
The county board aiso was 
asked to establish a county rec­ 
reation commission. This would 
be composed of the county sup­ 
erintendent of schools, a member 
of the planning commission, a 
member of the board of super­ 
visor and four other persons. 


FOR RECREATION 


The proposed c o m m i s s i o n 
would have power to employ a 
county superintendent of recre­ 
ation; develop plans for county 
parks; 
provide 
financial assis­ 
tance to local districts; plan for 
fullest use of school and other 
public facilities and to cooperate 
with districts in obtaining addi­ 
tional recreational facilities, in­ 
cluding community “living war 
memorials.”

Schools and 
cities also were urged to aug­ 
ment both personnel and equip­ 
m ent for supervised recreations. 
Private agencies in the various 
cities were urged to enlarge their 
programs.

A ll of the 5th OTU pilots were 
deeply im pressed w ith the easy, 
unaffected grace of the m an, and 
as a result of their acquaintance 
w ith the flying ace, felt the gre- 
viousness of his death even m ore 
profoundly.
